Chicago Men Say the City Has 


Lost Control of the 


Situation. 


The Streets of 
the 
Disturb ed 


City are Rendered Unsafe for 


Uses of the Pub lic. 


Chicago, 
May 4.—Rioting in the 
streets continues so prolonged and of 


h o fierce a character that many of the 
leading b usiness men have concluded 
that there will b s neither peace in the 
city nor safety for its b usiness inter­ 
ests until the state militia has b een 
called put to restore order. 
A com­ 
mittee of memb ers of the Employers’ 
association have left for Springfield 
to confer with Governor Deneen and 
to request him to give orders to the 
s'ate troops. 
The lab or unions have 
representatives at the state capital, 
and It is likely that they will also b e 
heard b efore nny action Is taken b y 
the governor. 
Chief of Police O’Neill 
says he is confident that he ha.« con­ 
trol of 
the situation and can keep 
peace in the city. 
Mayor Dunne sup­ 
ports him in this view and has de­ 
dared that In his opinion the emer­ 
gency has not arisen requiring the 
presence of troops. On the other hand 
the b usiness men point to the long list 
of injured which has mar’oed the riot­ 
ing and declare that this alone is suf­ 
ficient proof that the police unaided 
are not sufficiently strong to cope with 
the situation. 
No complaint is made 
against the police department, for the 
officers have dispersed every mob with 
which they have come in contact and 
have guarded wagons night and day 
with the greatest vigilance. 
But de­ 
spite their utmost efforts the fighting 
continues in the streets and is. if pos­ 
sib le, more vicious on each succeeding 
day.Despite the orders of Mayor Dunne 
and the prohib ition of the city council 
many of the wagons of the concerns 
against which strikes have b een de­ 
clared continue to b e handled b y men 
armed with rifles and shotguns. 
Both sides claim gains and the re­ 
sult leaves them ab out as evenly b al­ 
anced as they were b efore. An acces­ 
sion to the ranks of the teamsthrs was 
made when a strike 
was declared 
against the coal firm of Crerar. flinch 
<8r Co. 
This concern employs several 
hundred men and delivers coal to a 
large numb er of the most prominent 
office b uildings in the city. 
One of 
their drivers was discharged for refus­ 
ing to make deliveries and the rest 
walked out at once. 
The gain for the Employers’ asso­ 
ciation was made when the memb ers 
of the Hay and (» rain Dealers’ associa­ 
tion. which employs 1/200 teams, de­ 
clared that deliveries would b e made 
to any place in the city irrespective 
of strike conditions. If drivers refuse 
to ob ey they will he discharged 
The mob s that fill the streets in the 
b usiness section are daily growing 
larger and uglier in disposition. There 
is fighting in all sections of the down­ 
town district. 
Many times the police 
have b een compelled to use their club s 
and the wagon guards, who are armed 
with heavy canes, swing them when­ 
ever they are attacked or think an as­ 
sault Is ab out to b e made. 
In many 
cases these guards are not careful 
whom they hit and a numb er of per 
sons were knocked down simply b e­ 
cause they happened to b e the nearest 
man to a stalwart guard carrying a 
hickory club . 
This was the case par 
tlcularly In a fight near the Majestic 
hotel, when a numb er of people who 
b ad just emerged form that place were 
charged upon b y private defectives 
who were in charge of several coal 
wagons, and b adly b eaten. 
On the 
other hand, the 
strikers and thoir 
friends are equally indiscriminate in 
assaulting people. There were severnl 
instances where mob s b oarded street 
cars and wantonly attacked people rid­ 
ing in them, giving as a reason later 
that they were strike b reakers, when 
in faot they had nothing whatever to 
do with the troub le. W. Jamison and 
Kdward Boswell, the latter a colored 
medical student, were two sufferers in 


t h i s direction. The mob that b oarded 
a state street car in which thev were 
riding dragged them off and b eat them 


u n m e r c i f u l l y . 
Waiter Norton, another 
co lo r e d man. while passing VanBuren 
an d M ark et streets, was proclaimed to 
Pe a strike b reaker and b eaten almost 
to death. 
A score of men have b een 
taken to hospitals with all sorts of 
in ju r ie s. One of these. T. C Carlson, 
a su p e r in te n d e n t employed b y Mont­ 
gomery Ward & Co., may die. 


STREET LABOR 


May Be Required of Offenders 


Who are Not Ab le to Pay 


Fines.

Under the new cities and towns act, 
the defendant in an action in the 
police court who is found guilty and 
cannot pay his fine may b e required to 
work it out b y lab or on the streets or 
other pub lic works of the city at the 
rate of $ 1 a day. 
This is a departure 
and provides for a condition such as 
existed when the “ chain gang” was 
not an uncommon sight in the streets 
of Kushville years ago. 
In connection 
with various prison and criminal re­ 
forms which have b een advocated in 
recent years, it was urged that men 
who had b een found guilty of viola­ 
tions of the law should b e paraded b e­ 
fore the citizens in the streets as it 
would hardly tend to make them b et­ 
ter and mure law-ab iding.

Union Veteran Legion, has issued the 
following circular which has b een re­ 
ceived b y the local "sons of veterans 
camp and grand army post: 
The near approach to the time set 
apart b y our government as a memo 
rial day on which we should pay hom­ 
age to the (lead soldiers of the Civil 
war, b y placing flowers upon their 
graves and b y fitting patriotic and re­ 
ligious exercises prompts the National 
Commander to call attention to the 
ab use which have in recent years crept 
into and, in a way, b ecome almost a 
part of the ob servance of that day. 
In many places it is turned into a 
carnival of amusements and dissipation 
too frequently 
ending in 
drunken 
carousals. 
In"scareely any community 
is it exempt from disrespect and even 
desecration. 
The National Command­ 
er desires to condemn in unmeasured 
terms these disgraceful practices, and 
earnestly appeals to'every comrade of 
the Civil and Kpanish-American wars 
to unite and to use all honorab le means 
in their power to stamp ont this dis­ 
graceful practice, and thereb y restore 
to the day its early sacred character. 
It is most gratifying to announce 
that a few States have* practically 
enacted laws which protect the day 
and enforce respect for the cause it 
commemorate« . 
The National Com­ 
mander earnestly roqnests that 
all 
living soldiers of the wars in which 
our country has b een engaged should 
unite with patriotic citizens and de­ 
mand that the various State Legisla­ 
tures follow the example set b y these 
sister States andjjenact laws whiehjwill 
protect the day and raise its ob servance 
to a b eautiful and fitting ceremony 
far ab ove the level which it rapidly 
approaches, of b eing a disgrace and 
reproach of our country.

The postoftice department has decid­ 
ed to apply a streak of green across tlie 
whole United States*in all directions. 
All ofjthe letter b oxes are to b e paint­ 
ed green and the lettering upon them 
is to b e white. 
This has b een deter­ 
mined upon b y a commission api>ointed 
for the purpose ot deciding upon the 
b est and most durab le 
color 
with 
which to paint the mail b oxes. 
It 
will apply to all city letter b oxes and 
to collection b oxes furnished b y the 
government on rural routes. 
The iron 
posts to which the b oxes are attached 
in the cities also will receive a coat of 
the paint. 
Tlie government will fur­ 
nish the paint, and in a city or town 
where the b oxes need ¡» ainting tlie 
postmaster will b e asked to secure b ids 
for the lab or of applviug it.

A 
hundred

Then 
will come the wedding feast and 800 
gypsies are expected to {lartieipate in 
the festivities. 
By special consent from the gypsies

b ureau, says, in ¡» art: Wheat, rye. 
clover ami timothy made good growth 
and promises good crops. 
Eearly sown oats are up to a good 
stand and 
look vigorous, and oats 
sown more recently are coming up 
nicely, b ut there is vet considerab le 
acreage to b e sown to that c< real. 
Pasture grasses an* growing well, 
mid in the central and south sections 
are generally ab undant. 
Early potatoes and'garden.» are com­ 
ing up and growing rapidly. 
Plowing 
for corn has progressed 
slowly and in the south sections a lit­ 
tle planting has b een done. 
It is 
expected 
that an 
increase 
acreage of tob acco will b e planted in 
the tob acco-growing 
districts. 
The 
plants are doing well. 
Reports regarding the proKjieet» for 
fruits are more favoraldo than liere- 
torore. 
Although practically all fruit 
on * b udded ¡» each 
trees have b een 
killed, and seedling peaches, cherries, 
plums and pears have suffered more or 
less iu many localities, when tl» e or­ 
chards of the State are considered as a 
whole the prospects seem good for an 
ab undant crop of all kinds of fruit.

Hitherto Secret Chapter of the 


History of the United Gas 


Franchise. 


Philadelphia. May 4.—One of the 
sensations of the day in the preposi­ 
tion to lease 
the Philadelphia gas 
works to the United Gas Improvement 
company was the reading ct a mass- 
meeting held at the Academy of Music 
last night of an affidavit made b y Rob ­ 
ert Dornan, a carpc? manufacturer, 
that b rib ery was resorted to when the 
United Gas Improvement company se­ 
cured ita present thirty-year lease of 
the gas works in 1897. 
Mr. Doraan’s 
affidavit was read b y William T. Til- 
den, secretary of the meeting. 
The affidavit says that through the 
instrumentality of Israel W. Durham, 
the Repub lican leader of this city, a 
syndicate known as the “Ridgeway 
syndicate” was formed to b id on the 
lease in 1897 
in opposition to the 
United G&,: Improvement company, 
and that he (Mr. Dornan) and a friend 
were requested to b ecome memb ers 
of the s>adicate. Mr. Dornan and his 
friend Joined the syndicate and a b id, 
b etter than the United Gas Improve­ 
ment company’s, was made. Continu­ 
ing. the affidavit says: 
"Almost immediately after the b id 
was made the syndicate was requested 
to send a representative to confer with 
Thomas Dolan, representing the Unit­ 
ed Gas Improvement company. There­ 
upon a memb er of the syndicate was 
delegated to represent the ’Ridgeway 
syndicate,’ and after several confer­ 
ences an agreement was entered into 
from which in return for a withdrawal 
of tb e Ridgeway syndicate’s b id. a 
sum of money amounting to $10,000 
was to he paid each memb er of that 
syndicate, together with further val­ 
uab le consideration in the privilege to 
sub scrib e to a >arge quantity of b onds 
to b e sold at a price much b elow their 
value. 
“This agreement was carried out 
and the money paid over to the mem­ 
b ers of the syndicate, with the excep­ 
tion of T. D. Stinson (Dornan’s friend) 
and myself. 
Both of us refused ac­ 
ceptance of our shares; what b ecame 
of them ultimately is unknown to me. 
It is scarcely supposab le, however, 
that the amount was turned b ack Into 
the United Gas Improvement compa­ 
ny’s treasury.” 
Mr. Dornan concludes his affidavit 
b y directly charging Mr. Dolan, the 
representative of the United Gas Im­ 
provement company, “with the cor­ 
rupt use of a iarge sum of money and 
other valuab le considerations to In­ 
duce the Ridgeway syndicate to with­ 
draw its b id for the lease.” “I hope 
thereb y.” he says, “to estab lish fraud 
upon which legal proceedings can b e 
b ased to void the existing lease to the 
United 
Gas 
Improvement 
company 
and restore the property to the city, 
thus enab ling it to offer a new lease in 
open competition to the b est b idder.” 
John H. Converse presided at last 
night’s meeting. 
Among those who 
spoke against the proposed lease were 
former Postmaster General 
Charles 
Emory Smith. Hon. William Potter, 
former minister to Italy, and Rudolph 
Blankenb urg. Resolutions denouncing 
the lease and appointing a committee 
of nine to investigate 
the charges 
made b y Mr. itornan were adopted. 
Mayor John Weaver, after a confer­ 
ence with I rael W. Durham, has is­ 
sued a statement in which he o p p o s e s 
the lease of the city gas works to the 
United Gas Improvement, company. 
The stand taken b y the mayor caused 
considerab le 
excitement ab out 
the 
city hall. Durham departed last night 
for Lot Springs. 


Her Faith Remains Firm. 
Mishawaka, Ind.. May 4.—William 
H. Hamilton, who was arrested in this 
city th ree weeks ago on the charge 
of b igamy, and was taken to Kalam« * 
zoo. where b e had another wife living, 
has b een sen ten eed to one year's cob 
finement in the house of correction at 
Ionia. 
The pretty young wife who 
lived with Hamilton here, accompan 
led him to Michigan City and attended 
the trial. After her husb and was sen 
fenced she declared in the courtroom; 
“William. I shall meet you at the pris­ 
on gates when your term expires, for 
I love you and b elieve you to b e in­ 
nocent.” 


No waiting of the private hanks of 
the Stare to make application for the 
b lanks to b e used in compliance with 
the new private b ank law. a list of 
the 280 private b anks has b een procured 
b y George U. Bingham, of the State 
auditor’s office, and the b lanks are 
b eing sent out to every b ank on the 
list. 
It is provided that the new law 
shall b e complied with b y July 1, b ut 
so far none of the b lanks have b een 
sent to the auditor’s office for filing.

the organization of State b anks.

The Laurel Review, in shaking of 
a visit b y a Review reporter to the oil 
well at Buena Vista, savs : 
We were told that an expert in oil 
matters, a man who is a large stock 
holder in eastern oil conqmnies, visit­ 
ed the well Friday and said that iu 
his judgent the prospects were as good 
as he had ever examined. 
He stated 
further that he b elieved that the well 
as it stood, if shot, would yield a 
twenty-b arrel producer, b nt. thought 
that a mnch b etter strike would l» e 
made b v going deeper. 
The latter is 
b eing done. 
Daring the week the drill was lost 
and some 
delay 
occasioned 
while 
awaiting the arnvaal of tools to recov­ 
er it.. 
When finally recovered’ it was 
said to b e covered 
with oil for a 
distance of ab out fifteen ¡¡feet on the 
shaft. 
This company has leased ab out 2000 
» « 'res of adjoining land and will con­ 
tinue drilling until a complete and 
exhaustive test of the territory is 
made. 
At present the indications are 
very b right and 
a hopeful feeling 
prevails. 


M. J. O'Connell, who is promoting 
the drilling at Buena Vista, was in 
this city today and stated that the 
well is now down to 1095 feet. 
Mr. 
O’Connell said that on last Friday the 
crank shaft on tlie engine was b roken 
and it was necessary to send to Phi la 
delphia after a new one. 
The new 
shaft arrived yesterday and the d rill­ 
ing will b e resumed at once. 
Mr. 
O’Connell leased U00 acres more land 
yesterday and expects to lease more 
land tomorrow. 
He says that every­ 
thing will b e completed b y next Tues­ 
day or Wednesday, when the pub lic 
will know how much oil there is in 
the well. 
At the present rate of drill­ 
ing-five feet per hour—it will not 
take long, he says, to go into “ sec­ 
ond pay” dirt. 
One day when tb s 
drill was taken out of tb e hole, oil 
was found on the drill for a distance 
of ten feet. 
Mr. O’Connell says that 
the Standard Oil company is prepar­ 
ing to drill tw'O oil wells near New 
Piont, east of Greensb urg. 
Mr. O’Connell is confident of ob tain­ 
ing oil in a paying quantity in Frank­ 
lin county, and should the well near 
Buena Vista fail to develop, he will 
try elsewhere. 
He says that Franklin 
county affords the host oil prospects 
in the State. 
The work of selling 
» tack iu the Rueua Vista Oil, Stock 
Gas & Mineral company which Mr. 
O’Connell is promoting, has b een sus­ 
pended for some time. 
Mr. O’Connell 
has b een put to an expense of $1500, 
thus far in drilling this test well b e­ 
sides the money he has invested in 
|l» e com ¡» any. 
“ There is one thing peculiar ab ont 
the Franklin county field,” said Mr. 
O'Connell this morning, “ and that is 
that the white trenton rock b edjis ool? 
ten feed deep. 
In tlie oil b elts tins 
rock is usually fifty feet thick. 
It is 
very hard to drill through and its 
thinness in Franklin county may b e 
taken as a good indication of the pres­ 
ence of oil in ¡» aying quantities *’ 
Mr.O ’Connell says that tlie people 
in the vioinitv of the well are anxious­ 
ly awaiting the outcome and that the 
well is b eing visited b y dozens of 
people each^dav.f 


Tlie Rev. Hicks in his predictions 
for May says: 
| “ Reactionary storm conditions will 
prevail during the last two days of 
April and the first of May. 
“ The storm period, 4th to 9th, w’ill 
b e ushered in as early as the 4th, with 
decided and rapid change to warmer 
weather, and series of decided rain, 
wind, hail, and thunder storms will 
b egin, repeating themselves in many 
localities for many successive days, 
leading up to the 8th or 9th. 
“ Centering on the 12th, 18th and 
14th, reactionary storm conditions will 
reappear, and these disturb ances will 
culminate in many thunder and rain 
storms on and touching the 14th, fol­ 
lowing which the b arometer will rise, 
winds will sliift to the west and north 
with change to much cooler weather.

every p hase during 1904 than they 
were the y ear b efore. 
The total num ­ 
b er of deaths was 4.436 as com p ared 
with 4.035 the y ear b efore. 
Of this 
num b er last y ear 1,816 were male and 
2.620 fem ale as com p ared with 1.678 
male and 2,387 fem ale the y ear b efore. 
Of the fem ales 1,001 deaths were b e­ 
tw een the ages of eighteen and forty , 
as com p ared with 790 in 1903. 
Of the 
male 538 deaths were b etween these 
sam e ages in 1904 as com p ared with 
425 the y ear b efore. 
Children to the 
num b er of 2,801 under twelve y ears of 
age were m ade orp hans, against 2,515 
In 1903. 
During the y ear 1,416 hom es 
were made fatherless or m otherless, 
as com p ared wish 1.215 in 1903. 
In connection with the figures show­ 
ing the actual facts regarding tub ercu­ 
losis during 1904, Dr. H urty has ap ­ 
p ended a statem ent, giving an esti­ 
m ate on the cash cost of the disease 
during the y ear.
